created on June 7, 2002 through Republic Act 

9165, otherwise known as “The Comprehensive 
Dangerous Drugs Act of 2002,” reorganized the 
drug law enforcement system in the Philippines and 
is primarily mandated to efficiently and effectively 
carry out the provisions of the anti-drug law and 
the national anti-drug strategies and lead the fight 
against illegal drugs in the country.

Powers and Duties of PDEA 


Pursuant to Section 84 of Republic Act 9165, the 
Philippine Drug Enforcement Agency shall have 
the following powers and duties: 


a) 


Implement or cause the efficient and effective 
implementation of the national drug control 
strategy formulated by the Board thereby 
carrying out a national drug campaign which 
shall include drug law enforcement, control 
and prevention campaign with the assistance 
of concerned government agencies; 


Undertake the enforcement of the provisions 
of Article Il of this Act relative to the unlawful 
acts and penalties involving any dangerous 
drug and/or controlled precursor and essential 
chemical and investigate all violators and other 
matters involved in the commission of any 
crime relative to the use, abuse or trafficking 
of any dangerous drug and/or controlled 
precursor and essential chemicals as provided 
for in this Act and the provisions of Presidential 
Decree 1619; 


Administer oath, issue subpoena and 
subpoena ducestecum relative to the conduct 
of investigation involving the violations of this 
Act; 


Arrest and apprehend as well as search all 
violators and seize or confiscate, the effects 
or proceeds of the crimes as provided by law 
and take custody thereof, for this purpose 
the prosecutors and enforcement agents are 
authorized to possess firearms, in accordance 
with existing laws; 


Take charge and have custody of all dangerous 
drugs and/or controlled precursors and 
essential chemicals seized, confiscated or

surrendered to any national, provincial or local 
law enforcement agency, if no longer needed 
for purposes of evidence in court; 


Establish forensic laboratories in each PNP 
office in every province and city in order to 
facilitate action on seized or confiscated drugs, 
thereby hastening its destruction without 
delay; 


Recommend to the DOJ the forfeiture of 
properties and other assets of persons and/ 
or corporations found to be violating the 
provisions of this Act and in accordance with 
pertinent provisions of the Anti-Money- 
Laundering Act of 2001; 


Prepare for prosecution or cause the filing 

of appropriate criminal and civil cases for 
violation of all laws on dangerous drugs, 
controlled precursors and essential chemicals, 
and their similar controlled substances, and 
assist, Support and coordinate with other 
government agencies for the proper and 
effective prosecution of the same; 


Monitor, and if warranted by circumstances, in 
coordination with the Philippine Postal Office 
and the Bureau of Customs, inspect all air cargo 
packages, parcels and mails in the central post 
office, which appear from the package and 
address itself to be a possible importation of 
dangerous drugs and/or controlled precursors 
and essential chemicals, through on-line or 
cyber shops via the internet or cyberspace;

Profile of Arrested Drug 
Personalities 
Amidst the challenges, the Agency is unrelenting in 


its mission to pursue a drug-free community and to 
ensure the safety of the citizenry. 


For the year, there are a total of 62,082 drug 
personalities arrested nationwide, 54,696 of which 
are males and 7,386 are females. Based on arrest 
record, there are personalities arrested who are in 
their youthful age. There were also recorded arrest 
of senior citizens. 





On March 11, 2019, a female drug personality, who is also the girlfriend of the drug 
personality named as the “Pablo Escobar of the Philippines,” was arrested together 
with her boyfriend in a buy-bust operation in Sta. Cruz, Manila.

Methamphetamine hydrochloride or Meth, locally 
known as shabu, is still the most preferred drug of 
use. Based on data in 2019, 93.38 percent of drug- 
related arrests are associated with shabu. 


The locally grown cannabis or marijuana and the 
usually imported Methylenedioxymethamphetamine 
(MDMA) or ecstasy are the second and third drugs 
of preference, respectively. 


Drug prices are affected by the amount of supply 
and demand of illegal drugs and may vary 
depending on the quality of the drug and the area 
of transaction. 


Shabu is sold at the average price of Php6,800 per 
gram; ecstasy at Php1,700 per tablet; and marijuana 
at Php120 per gram.

Entry and Exit Points 


With of 7,107 islands, the Philippines is a 
terraqueous country with vast and porous 
shorelines with various entry and exits points. 
Thus, its archipelagic set-up is being hugely 
exploited by drug syndicates to transport illegal 
drugs and controlled precursors and essential 
chemicals into the country. 


The four (4) major avenues of drug smuggling in 
the country are the seaports, the international 
airports, the mail and parcel services, and the vast 
expanse of the Philippine coastlines. 








On June 12, 2019, an interdiction operation was conducted at Customs International 
Arrivals Area, NAIA Terminal 3, Pasay City which resulted in the arrest ofan Indonesian 
national identified as Agus Burhan and confiscation of more or less 1.6 kilograms of 
cocaine worth Php8.78 million. 


On September 6, 2019, elements of PDEA Zambales Provincial Office, Palauig Municipal Police Station, 302nd Maritime Police Station and Philippine Coast Guard proceeded 
to Magsaysay Beach Front, Zambales in response to a report regarding an abandoned speedboat floating along the shoreline of the said locale. 10.5 kilograms of shabu worth 
Php71.4 million in the storage compartment speedboat were recovered. 
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Trafficking of Illegal Drugs 


Drug traffickers never cease to be innovative in 
finding various ways to evade the authorities for 
their illegal transactions and activities. At present, 
illegal drug trafficking is still the most prevalent 
and persistent drug activity in the country. Despite 
intensified law enforcement efforts, it continues to 
thrive in the country. 


Nevertheless, the PDEA continuously comes up 
with effective operational plans to monitor drug 
trafficking in the country. 








For the year, the Agency has been able to once 
again record the drug trafficking method used by 
the Southeast Asia’s Golden Triangle, which is the 
concealment of shabu using Chinese tea bags. This 
method has been known in the Philippines since its 
first seizure in 2017.

Use of Chinese Tea Bags 


The Southeast Asia’s Golden Triangle, a remote 
region along the borders of Myanmar, Laos 

and Thailand, has long been a hub of illicit drug 
trafficking and production of opium and heroin. Due 
to high demand, the said area is also embarking on 
mass production of shabu and distributes the same 
in major regional markets like in Southeast Asia, 
Japan, Australia and New Zealand. 


The syndicates operating in the Golden Triangle 
area are involved in drug manufacturing and bulk 
smuggling, counterfeit of goods and medicines, and 
use of drug couriers. They covertly transport illicit 
goods and drugs in shipping containers to Asia- 
Pacific regions. 


One of the methods used by these drug syndicates 

is to conceal shabu in Chinese tea packets to avoid 
detection from law enforcement. Tea is a simple and 
traditional beverage that originated in China and 

is popular worldwide. It became a commodity in 
foreign trade and tea leaves were made into bricks 
for fast moving and transport. 


Shabu concealed in Chinese tea bag packets is not 
much known in the Philippines until its first seizure 
in 2017. These tea bags with shabu have increased 
in volume over the past years and continue to grow. 
At present, seized are four kinds of Chinese tea 
bags containing shabu with the following names: 
GUANYINWANG, CHINESE PIN WEI, QING SHAN and 
DAGUANYIN. From 2017 to 2019, an overall total of 
1,052.53 kilograms of shabu worth Php7.16 billion 
packed in the four (4) different labels of shabu in 
Chinese tea bags have been confiscated. 


Among the four tea bags, GUANYINWANG remains 
as the leading label packet seized with 619.24 
kilograms. Authorities are now keen at monitoring 
this type of packaging and other emerging 
packaging that traffickers may exploit to smuggle 
drugs into the country. However, with the intensified 
operations of the interdiction units of PDEA along 
with other law enforcement agencies, our seaports 
and airports are now heavily guarded, which 
resulted in high volume seizures of drugs. 
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Cocaine Recovery 


Cocaine washed up in Philippine seas had been 
recurrent in 2018 and 2019. 


For CY 2019, a total of thirty-three (33) 
incidences of cocaine washed up were detected 
in Regions II, Ill, I1V-A, V, BARMM, XI and XIII. 
Overall, 291 of cocaine bricks with total weight 
of 342.13 kilograms worth Php1.8 billion were 
recovered.Drug cartels often stamp bricks of 
cocaine with distinctive logos to brand their 
product, a practice that inadvertently aids the 
law enforcers in tracing drugs back to their 
sources. 


Among the three island groups of the 
Philippines - Luzon, Visayas and Mindanao, 
authorities reported that the two largest 
island groups of Luzon and Mindanao had 

the most number of cocaine washed-up at 
shores in 2019. Most large cocaine seizures 
were recorded in Mindanao particularly in 
Region XIII, with a total of 180 cocaine bricks 
recovered weighing 221.6 kg worth Php1.17 
billion. Among its provinces, Surigao del Norte 
recorded the highest cocaine recovery of 98 
kg. Second is Surigao del Sur with 65.68 kg and 
third was Dinagat Islands with 57.93 kg. 


Overall, from CY 2001 to 2019, a total of 
1,050.88 kilograms of powder cocaine and 
12.75 liters of liquid cocaine worth Php5.86 
billion in forty-three (43) incidences had 
washed-up in the Philippine Sea.

CLASSIFICATION OF BARANGAY DRUG AFFECTATION 


As provided in DDB Regulation No. 3, series of 2017, drug-affected 
barangays are classified as follows: 


A. Drug Unaffected Barangay - has not ever been plagued or 
beset by any illegal drug activities. 


. Drug Affected Barangay - has reported presence of drug 
user, pusher, manufacturer, marijuana cultivator, or other 
drug personality, drug den, marijuana plantation, clandestine 
laboratory, and facilities related to production of illegal drugs: 


1. Seriously affected - reported presence of any of the 
following: clandestine drug laboratory, warehouse, 
marijuana plantation and drug den/ tiangge, drug trafficking 
and smuggling activities, and drug personalities (i.e. users, 
pushers, financiers, protectors, cultivator, manufacturer 
and others); 


. Moderately affected - reported presence of drug pusher/s 
and/or user/s; and 


. Slightly affected - reported presence of drug user/s. 


. Drug Cleared Barangay - classified as previously drug affected 
and subjected to drug clearing operation and declared free 
from any illegal drug activities pursuant to the parameters set 
forth by the regulation. 
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Drug Syndicates Operating In 
The Country 


Transnational Drug Syndicates 


One of the major adversaries in the fight against 
illegal drugs is the presence of transnational drug 
syndicates. They don't recognize boundary and 
jurisdiction just to ensure the supply of dangerous 
drugs in the country. 


Currently, there are four transnational drug 
syndicates that are identified to be operating in the 
country. 


e Chinese/Filipino-Chinese Drug Syndicate. 
Based on monitoring, 60% of the arrested foreign 
nationals are Chinese nationals from Mainland 
China, Hong Kong, and Taiwan. 


e African Drug Syndicate (ADS) 
Responsible for smuggling of illegal drugs 
through the airports using human drug couriers/ 
swallowers. Since 2011, 102 ADS members have 
been arrested. 


e Mexican-Sinaloa Drug Cartel 
Associates themselves with the Chinese Drug 
Group in order to penetrate the Philippine 
market. Latest monitored activity was in 2017 
when 2.2 kilograms of shabu was sent from DHL 
Mexico to DHL Manila. 


e Drug Syndicates operating in the Golden 
Triangle 
Involved in the four clandestine laboratories 
dismantled in 2018 and in the large drug hauls 
in the Philippines in 2019. 


Drug Groups 


Drug groups play a crucial role in ensuring that 
the illegal drugs reach the users. They facilitate the 
circulation of the drugs from the sources down to 
the users through their various connections and 
networks. 


As of December 31, 2019, there are 158 monitored 
drug groups nationwide with 1,465 leaders and 
members.

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Status Of Barangay Drug 
Clearing Program 


In accordance with the goal of the President to 
pursue a more intensified and relentless campaign 
against illegal drugs by clearing all drug-affected 
barangays by the year 2022, the government 
strengthened its implementation of the Barangay 
Drug Clearing Program. This is designed to provide 
amore effective and efficient way to prevent and 
eradicate illegal drug abuse in the barangay level. 


In 2019, there are already 6,956 drug-cleared 
barangays. As of December 31, 2019, the 
government is yet to clear 16,053 drug affected 
barangays. 


Conduct of Barangay Drug Clearing in the Municipality of Lubang, Occidental 
Mindoro on November 12, 2019 that resulted in thirteen (13) personalities testing 
positive in drug test.

On October 17, 2019, a joint land interdiction operation was conducted in Gandara, 
Samar that resulted in the arrest of six (6) personalities and confiscation of 87.8 
kilograms of shabu worth Php597.27 million discovered by the operating units inside 
the trunk compartment of two (2) motor vehicles used by the suspects. 





On December 24, 2019, PDEA conducted a buy-bust operation at 21- Barangay 
Sienna, Quezon City. Discovered and seized from a Chinese National were 118 Chine 





A clandestine laboratory located in Sto. Cristo, 
Quezon City was dismantled by operatives of the 
National Bureau of Investigation and the Manila and 
Quezon City Police Districts on December 3, 2019. 
A Korean national was arrested and shabu weighing 
3.961 kilos worth Php26.9 million, assorted drug 


paraphernalia, and laboratory equipment and 
apparatus were confiscated during the operation. 


This is the 113th clandestine laboratory dismantled 
in the country since 1997.

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It is very common for drug personalities to smuggle 
drugs into the country through the airports. To 
avert utilization of airports in smuggling drugs into 
the country, the government continued to conduct 
interdiction operations at airports. 
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Nationwide, four (4) operations were conducted 
by PDEA operating units in collaboration with 
airport authorities. The operations resulted in 

the interception of 20.15 kilos of Shabu worth 
Php137.02 million and 1.66 kilos of cocaine 
worth Php8.78million. Arrested were four (4) drug 
couriers, two Indonesians and two Filipinos. 





On February 13, 2019, joint elements of PDEA IS, IV-A, MIMAROPA, NCR and 
SES in coordination with AFP conducted a buy-bust operation under COPLAN 
“COLLABORATOR” at Don Ramon Street, Talayan Village, Quezon City which resulted 
in the arrest of two members of Dragon Wu transnational drug syndicate, and 


confiscation of 2 kilograms of shabu worth Php 13.6 million. 


On February 3, 2019 joint elements of PDEA, JTF 
Noah, Naval Intelligence and Security Force — Counter- 
Intelligence Division and Intelligence Service of the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines conducted a buy- 
bust operation in Tanza, Cavite which resulted in the 
neutralization of two (2) Chinese and Filipino-Chinese 
nationals who were members of the Dragon Wu 
transnational drug syndicate and seizure of 273.37 
kilograms of shabu worth Php 1.86 billion. 





PDEA also continues to intensify efforts to ensure 
that smuggling of drugs using the country’s 
seaports are deterred. At present PDEA has 
deployed Seaport Interdiction Units (SIUs) to 
nineteen (19) areas in the country. These SIUs work 
closely with Bureau of Customs (BOC), Philippine 
Ports Authority, Philippine National Police, 
Philippine Coast Guard, and other law enforcement 
agencies. 


For the year, there are two (2) seaport interdiction 
operations conducted in Sampaloc, Manila and 
Santolan, Malabon City. These aggressive operations 
of the SIUs resulted in the confiscation of 422.81 
kilos of shabu worth Php2.88billion. 


On May 23, 2019, joint elements of PDEA, Bureau of Customs, Philippine National 
Police, Philippine Coast Guard and Manila International Container Port — Office of the 
District Collector conducted an interdiction operation at Santolan, Malabon City which 
resulted in the confiscation of 147 Kilograms of Shabu worth Php998.3 million. 





Drugs were discovered packed in 144 pieces of heat-sealed transparent plastic bags 
which were wrapped in lead wrapper and stuffed inside aluminum pallets as a means 
of concealment. 
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The use of the mail and parcel system to traffic 
illegal drugs in the country was continuously noted 
in the reports of operations conducted in the 
country. Until now, traffickers still exploit the use 
of mail and parcel hoping that they remain to be 
undetected. 


As result of the counter measures of the 
government, in 2019, eighteen (18) interdiction 
operations against illegal drugs through mail and 
parcel were conducted. These operations resulted 
in the seizure of a total of 49.63 kilos of shabu 
worth Php 337.48million, 2,759 pieces of ecstasy 
worth Php4.69million, 1.42 kilos of kush worth 
Php2million and 3.15 kilos of dried marijuana 
worth Php377,400.00. 


On October 17, 2019, a joint land interdiction operation was conducted which resulted 
in the arrest of six (6) personalities and confiscation of 87.8 kilograms of shabu worth 
Php597.27 million discovered by the operating units inside the trunk compartment of 
two (2) motor vehicles used by the suspects. 








Marijuana Eradication 


Local cultivation of marijuana continues to thrive in 
the country. It can be recalled that in our country, 
marijuana remains illegal unlike in some other 
countries. 


In 2019, 56 marijuana eradication operations were 
conducted which resulted in the destruction of 
154 marijuana plantation sites, and seizure of 
marijuana worth Php513.40 million.

On September 25 to 27, 2019, marijuana eradication operation was conducted in Barangay Bugnay and Barangay Tulgao West, Tinglayan, Kalinga. 


The operation resulted in the dismantling of six (6) marijuana plantation sites and destruction of 77,750 pieces of fully-grown marijuana plants and 30 kilograms of dried 
marijuana leaves worth Php 19.3 million. 








Seizure of Dangerous Drugs 
and Controlled Precursors and 
Essential Chemicals 


PDEA, together with other law enforcement 
agencies, worked hard to step up on this year’s 
conduct of anti-drug operations. This resulted in 
the seizure of Php16.56 billion worth of Dangerous 
Drugs (DDs) and Controlled Precursors and 
Essential Chemicals (CPECs).

Capability building of the K9 is very vital. For the 
year, 100 narcotic detection dogs (NDDs) were 
added to the K9 strength of PDEA. On July 10, 
2019, these NDDs and their respective handlers 
graduated from the six-month K9 Basic Course 
under Class “NAGTALAD” at a Training Center in 
Sitio Puting Bato, Inarawan, Antipolo City. 


These NDDs along with their handlers are now 
deployed at airports and seaports nationwide. 
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The intensified campaign against illegal drugs in 
the country of PDEA and other law enforcement 
agencies resulted in the arrest of 62,082 drug 
personalities. Out of the total, 2,764 (or 4.45%) are 
considered high-value targets (HVTs).

To disrupt the drug supply chain, strengthened 
efforts were undertaken by PDEA and PNP to 
conduct anti-drug operations against drug group 
members.

group members were arrested in 2019. On February 13, 2019, joint elements of PDEA IIS, IV-A, MIMAROPA, NCR and 
SES in coordination with AFP conducted a buy-bust operation under COPLAN 
“COLLABORATOR” at Don Ramon Street, lalayan Village, Quezon City which resulted 
in the arrest of two members of Dragon Wu transnational drug syndicate, and 
confiscation of 2 kilograms of shabu worth Php 13.6 million. 


Minors Rescued 


The utilization of minors in the illegal drug 
activities to avoid legal charges was continuously 
noted in the incidences of rescue of minors during 
anti-drug operations. 


During the year, 879 minors aged 4 to 17 years 
were rescued. These minors were handled 
appropriately pursuant to existing guidelines of the 
Agency and of the Department of Social Welfare

Diversion Control 


By preventing diversion of chemical precursors and 
essential chemicals (CPECs) and dangerous drugs 
from illegitimate use through existing laws and 
policies, PDEA averts the proliferation of dangerous 
drugs. This is one of the mechanisms in place in the 
government’s fight against illegal drugs. 


Through PDEA’s Compliance Service, permits 
and licenses are issued to authorized importers, 
exporters, practitioners and handlers. PDEA also 
conducts regulatory inspections to industries/ 
manufacturers in order to prevent diversion. 


For the year, 29,680 permits and 14,978 licenses 
were issued by the Agency, and 2,200 regulatory 
inspections were conducted nationwide.

Through the Operation: “Private Eye”, PDEA grants 
monetary reward to the private informants who 
reported drug information to the authorities. In 
2019, PDEA granted a total of Php12,249,327.70 to 
41 private informants. 


The information resulted in the arrest of 72 drug 
personalities, dismantling of two (2) clandestine 
laboratories, and seizure of 534.20 kilos of shabu, 
7,780 grams of marijuana, 465 tablets of ecstasy, 
and controlled substances. The reward was given on 
August 9, 2019 during the PDEA 17th Anniversary

Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-Illegal Drugs 
(ICAD) 


ICAD is an avenue to fulfill the priority thrust of 
the government to suppress the drug problem in 
the country. For two (2) years and counting, ICAD 
continues to play its significant role to unify, 
integrate and synchronize all the implementation 
of the government’s anti-illegal drug campaign, 
through its four Clusters: Enforcement, Justice, 
Advocacy, and Rehabilitation and Reintegration. 


From the 20 original member agencies based on 
the Executive Order No. 15 Series of 2017 signed 
by the President on March 6, 2017, the Committee 
has now 46 member agencies. The Committee were 
divided into four (4) Clusters namely: Enforcement 
Cluster (headed by PDEA), Justice Cluster (led by 
DOJ), Advocacy Cluster (chaired by DILG), and 
Rehabilitation and Reintegration Cluster (DOH and 
DSWD). 


One of the notable projects of ICAD is its 
messaging platform dubbed as “Rehabinasyon”, 
which simply says “Let’s rehabilitate the nation”. 
This Rehabinasyon campaign is a portmanteau of 
rehabilitation and nation, aims to take a holistic 
approach in eliminating the country’s drug problem 
by putting a premium on the rehabilitation of drug 
surrenderers. As of December 2019, there are 
already Fourteen (14) conduct of Regular Meetings 
and Three (3) Special Meetings which resulted to the 
successful anti-drug campaign. 





Task Force Drug Courier (TFDC) 


Task Force Drug Courier was created to deter, 
prevent, and protect Filipinos from being victimized 
as drug couriers by international drug trafficking 
syndicates.
